(If the resig- 
nation did not occur at election 
time, the vacancy is filled by ap- 
pointment by the City Council.) 

Municipal elections occur in April 

every two years — at first, on the 

even-numbered years, but after the 

Charter of 1926, on the odd-num- 

bered years. In order that the 

personnel of the Council is never 
wholly new to its task, in 1902 and 
in 1927, part of the members were 

“elected for two years and part for 

four years. In the following table
